W hen this war Is ov er and the old gaffers start 
mill ing ov er their experiences, tliere should be special 
hearings for the fathers who almost were soldiers.

rations, said the price-fixing agency 
i ‘‘cannot prevent b eef supplies from 
expanding, even if it wanted to. 
"The claim of the OPA that it Is 
developing a plan to increase sup­ 
plies 
Is simply an 
effort to take 
credit for the normal expansion in 
receipts which occurs from mid- 
July until the end of the year.”

CLEVELAND. July 15—Users’ stock 
of coal, “almost the only material 
the government urges 
people 
to 
hoard,” now are larger “than ever 
before at this time of the year.’ 
Brig. Gen. Leonard P. Ayers noted

enough.” 
“People who use coal either in 
large 
quantities 
or in 
smaller 
amounts should keep on adding to 
their stocks,” the retired brigadier 
continued in the Cleveland Trust 
Co.’s monthly business bulletin. “By 
doing so they may avoid shortages 
next winter and they wil! help re­ 
lieve demands that will be placed 
on our overloaded railroads in the 
autumn.” 
Most forehanded among impor­ 
tant users are electric power pro­ 
ducers; “railroads are always urg­ 
ing their shippers to buy their coal 
early and to keep large stocks on 
hand, but the roads have not done 
very well in following their own 
good advice.

WAR WIDOWS* PAY 
BIT.I. IS SIGNED 


WASHINGTON, July 15—Omni­ 
bus war veterans’ legislation, boost­ 
ing compensation for widows and 
children of men killed in the fight­ 
ing force# In wartime, became law 
Wednesday with President Roose­ 
velt's signature. 
Widows of war veterans—irre­ 
spective of their age—will receive 
$50 a month. The old rates were 
$38 for those under 50 years of 
age and $45 for those over 50.
